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Where in the World is the Library? 
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e have all heard the phrases the 

“library without walls” and the 

“virtual library” but what do they 
mean? In practical terms, it means that stu- 
dents, faculty, and staff can tap into a com- 
prehensive collection of clinical and 
research information available anytime and 
anywhere. The Health Sciences Library 
provides access to over 600 full-text jour- 
nals. Of the 600+titles, approximately half 
are clinical or life sciences related (see 
Clinical/ Life Science Journal List on 
page 4). Access to these collections is 
made possible through direct subscription, 
consortia arrangements, and free trials 
through the end of 1999. 

After several years of experimentation 
and planning, a number of major academic 
publishers are poised to begin providing 
widespread access to electronic versions of 
their print journals, thus making it possible 
to access this material with a web browser 
from any location, at any time. 


Print vs. Electronic Materials 

Unlike print materials, which are purchased 
and part of the Library’s permanent collec- 
tion, most electronic resources must be 
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leased and licensed for use. Commercial 
publishers have long held the belief that the 
ready availability of copyrighted materials in 
libraries has deprived copyright holders of 
income. Thus, the license agreements for 
digital resources frequently contain terms 
which limit or do away with the “fair use” 
rights for education and research provided 
by the Copyright Act. Furthermore, use of 
these resources is generally limited to the 
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faculty, staff, students, and defined affiliates 
of the institution entering into the license 
agreement, thus impeding access by many 
scholars and citizens accustomed to relying 
on UVa library print resources. 

Most publishers require the University to 
sign, or agree to, a separate license agree- 
ment before the Library can establish 
access. Often, these licensing agreements 
may contain language and clauses that are 
not acceptable to the University’s 
Purchasing Department. Before the Library 
can activate any electronic journal, the 
license agreement must be reviewed by 
Purchasing, and any unacceptable language 
or clauses renegotiated with the publisher. 
This process may take anywhere from 6 
weeks to 3 months to complete, depending 
on what needs to be negotiated. Once the 
Library receives a signed license agreement 
from Purchasing, we can activate the elec- 
tronic subscription. Through proactive nego- 
tiation, the Library and UVa purchasing offi- 
cials are attempting to obtain the best and 
most generous use terms possible. 

Access to electronic journals is restricted 
to only University of Virginia faculty, staff 
and students. It is the Library’s policy that 
access to electronic journals be granted 
through IP address verification. This means 
that any computer on a UVa network will be 
granted access to the electronic journal. 
When publishers require that account num- 
bers and passwords be assigned, the Library 
will not activate access, due to the extensive 
administrative problems associated with 
distributing and maintaining accounts and 
passwords. 

Some publishers are still afraid that 
online activities might compromise their tra- 
ditional print businesses, since some 
libraries may be tempted to cancel print 
subscriptions and rely on online versions. 
However, many reported cross-promotional 


effects. Their electronic services tend to gain 
new customers they could not reach with a 
printed edition. 


What About Online Access To Other 
Major Journals? 

Several faculty have inquired about online 
access to various journals, in particular 
those published by professional societies. 
The situation of obtaining institutional 
online access to journals is currently in a 
great deal of flux. In some cases, there is no 
additional fee, as long as the print subscrip- 
tion is maintained; in others, online access 
requires adding 10 - 25%to the cost of the 
journal; and in other cases, the publishers 
may want double (or more) for online 
access. In all cases, individual-licensing 
agreements must be hammered out 
between the Health Sciences Library and the 
publisher. Using the guidelines set forth by 
the University’s Purchasing Office, the 
Health Sciences Library does not automati- 
cally accept what is in the licensing agree- 
ments at the publishers’ web sites, but 
frequently negotiates with publishers to get 
the best arrangement for UVa affiliates. 

The Health Sciences Library is committed 
to providing web access to as many full text 
journals as possible, because it increases 
access for all UVa affiliates. In fact, our 
online catalog has the capability to provide 
links to online, full-text journals! We are 
working and will continue to work on 
obtaining journals electronically. We 
encourage input on this matter from all UVa 
affiliates.

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Some Culture with Your Cadaver? 
Or no Viscera on the Vesalius 
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n Tuesday, November 24, 1998 the 

first-year medical students in Barry 

Hinton’s Gross and Developmental 
Anatomy course, head and neck unit, learned 
something about comparative anatomy. This 
particular lesson, however, was solely con- 
cerned with human anatomy. The exercise 
involved time travel as well as cadavers. The 
anatomy students were able to compare their 
late twentieth-century cadavers with six- 
teenth and eighteenth century anatomists’ 
views of the human body’s muscles and 
skeleton. 

Joan Echtenkamp Klein, Assistant Director 
for Historical Collections and Services in the 
Health Sciences Library and Assistant 
Professor for Medical Education, attended the 
Gross and Developmental Anatomy lab and 
brought some unique study guides with her: 
De Humani Corporis Fabrica by Andreas 
Vesalius published in 1555; Tabulae 
Anatomicae by Bartolomeo Eustachi published 
in 1722; and Tables of the Skeleton and 
Muscles of the Human Body by Bernard 
Siegfried Albinus, translated from the Latin 
and published in 1749. The students in the 
lab were able to look at and touch these rare 
books and see how anatomists and artists liv- 
ing hundreds of years ago viewed the human 
body. Fundamentally, across time, not that 
much has changed. The head and neck 
drawings in Vesalius’ monumental work look 
very similar to what the students had just 
seen with their own eyes. 

One of the differences wrought by time, 
the students noticed, was handwriting styles. 
The Eustachi volume is composed of plates, 
text, and blank pages. The blank pages were 
for medical students to copy their notes from 
their classes in, for example, head and neck 
dissection. As the students carefully rewrote 
their notes nearly three hundred years ago, 


they would review the lesson, and enhance 
their learning experience. While it is impossi- 
ble to know for certain that this theory 
worked and that the students using this 
method received higher grades, the students’ 
handwriting is worthy of an A+! 

The anatomical plates in the books by 
Vesalius, Eustachi, and Albinus beautifully 
capture the marriage of anatomists and 
artists in the Renaissance and the later Age of 
Enlightenment. The human figure is rendered 
not only with accuracy of detail, but further 
imbued with artistic genius. Vesalius, the 
founder of modern anatomy, worked with the 
school of Titian, the eminent Renaissance 
artist, to create the elegant woodblock prints 
in De Humani Corporis Fabrica. These 
anatomical masterpieces from the Library's 
Historical Collections exemplify the Jefferson- 
ian ideal of the union of science and art. 

This was the second year that treasures 
from Historical Collections have made the 
road trip from the library to the cadaver lab. 
Judging from the enthusiastic response both 
years, the trek through Jordan will be made in 
future years as well. The students and 
instructors in Gross and Developmental 
Anatomy have a rare opportunity to see the 
works so pivotal to the history of the disci- 
pline and to, literally, touch the past. The 
Historical Collections and Services librarian 
has the extraordinary gift of interacting with 
students at the beginning of their medical 
education and showing them the giants upon 
whose shoulders they stand, and just how 
shoulders looked to those seminal anatomists 
in the 1500s and 1700s.

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Tools of the Trade 


Curl Up With a Good Electronic Reading Device 
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uring the last 1,500 years, the writ- 

ten word has undergone fairly grad- 

ual changes, evolving with the 
times. With the introduction of electronics, 
however, change has accelerated at 
unprecedented rates. Today, we face the 
advent of a new form of the written word: 
the electronic book (or e-book). An e-book 
is an “electronic” book that is distributed via 
the Internet or other electronic means. The 
latest innovation in e-books allows users to 
view books on an e-book reader; a portable 
device for reading text and viewing images 
in electronic form. Four companies have 
developed e-book readers and more are 
forthcoming. These readers have some 
widely dissimilar features; all consist of at 
least one backlit screen, a rechargeable bat- 
tery, and some type of storage device, but 
here the similarities end. Since this technol- 
ogy is so new, there are no current stan- 
dards for file format, storage media, display 
size, power, or book distribution. 


The Books 

The SoftBook uses flash memory to hold 
100,000 pages of text and pictures. It fea- 
tures a single 9.5” black-and-white touch 
screen and a built-in 33.6 Kbps modem 
which it uses to connect to the 
SoftBookstore. The rechargeable battery of 
the SoftBook will last 5 hours on a one-hour 
charge. 

The RocketBook can hold 4,000 pages 
of text and graphics in its memory. Its single 
black-and-white screen is also touch sensi- 
tive, allowing the user to highlight, anno- 
tate, link, bookmark, and reference text. 
Books are obtained via a PC from various 
Web bookstores. The RocketBook’s 
rechargeable battery can last up to 20 hours 
using the backlit screen. 

The Everybook Dedicated Reader is 











able to hold up to 100 college textbooks or 
1,000 novels on its removable disk cartridge. 
The display consists of two color high- 
resolution, touch-sensitive LCD screens. 
Users have full annotation capabilities, as 
well as bookmarking, a built-in dictionary, 
and Adobe Acrobat PDF support. Books are 
downloaded from the Everybook Store using 
the modem inside the Everybook. The bat- 
tery of the Everybook lasts 4 to 5 hours ona 
full charge. 

The Millenium Reader can hold approx- 
imately ten books at a time. It features a sin- 
gle black-and-white screen controlled by 
four buttons located beneath the screen. 
Books are downloaded through the Internet 
from the Librius World Library onto a PC, 
then transferred to the Millenium Reader 
through a serial port. The Reader will last for 
up to 18 hours on a single charge.

An Electronic Revolution in Sight? 
E-books offer some familiar comforts along 
with a few new tricks. You can still dog-ear 
pages by pressing a corner of the touch-sen- 
sitive screens, write notes with a stylus, and 
underline. You can also search, change 
fonts, and touch a word to look it up in the 
dictionary. E-books are not cheap, at least 
not yet. Prices range from $299 to an extrav- 
agant $1,600—and that’s just for the devices 
themselves. The actual content is extra, 
though prices will probably be lower than 
what you’d pay in a bookstore. After you 
charge your purchase, you download it 
immediately, either through your computer 
or directly to your E-book. 

At this stage, the only immediate appeal 
is expected to be with those who like the 
latest gadgets, not mainstream consumers.
